Expected Thig Week. 

While adjournment is expected this 
week, the date is generally conceded 
to depend upon the president’s atti- 
tude toward the Panama canal bill 
and the legislative, executive and jt- 
dicla] appropriation bill. His veto of 
the latter measure last week was based 
upon its provision for the abolishment 
of the commerce court a@nd the estab- 
lishment of a seven-year tenure in the 
civil service, and the house has again 
risked the veto by passing the meas- 
ure with the commerce court provi- 
sion in it. The sénate wil] determine 
early in the week whether it will in- 
dorse the mea wre in this’ form. 

Leaders of b th houses are confident 
that the remafning work of the over- 
due appropriation bills could be dis- 
posed of in three days, were the con- 
tingencies of the presidentail veto re- 
moved. The president has made it 
clear to members of both houses that 
he does not favor the free toll pro- 
vision of the Panama canal Dill, but 
he has not yet asserted a purpose to 
veto that measure. 


No Vetoes Overridden. 

Thus far congress has not succeed- 
ed in overriding any of the president's 
vetoes; and it is not considered likely 
that either the legislature appropria- 
tion bil) or the Panama canal bill could 
be repasstd by a two-thirds vote if 
vetoed this week. Those tariff and ap- 
propriation measures Which the house 
has repassed over the veto have failed 
in the senate; and the single bill, 
which the senate repassed, that af- 
fecting claims on the Corbett, irriga- 
tion tunnel, failed by six votes of re- 
passing in the house. 

The sundry civil appropriation bill, 
in which the appropriation of $225,- 
000 for the tariff board is at issue, is 
approaching settlement in the confer- 
ence committee. Out of 259 items in 
the $116,000,000 bill upon which the 
two houses disagreed, all] but about 
fifty have been settled; and an agree- 
ment on those is expected early this 
week.

Bar Association to Act This

New iork, August 18.—The ques- 
tion whether colored attorneys shall 
be admitted to the American Bar As- 
sociation will be submitted for decision 
to the annual meeting of the organi-

executive committee of the associa- 
ition tonight made public a special re- 
port regarding the election to member- 
ship of these negroes, which was aft- 
erwards rescinded.

Craig-y-nos castle, the Welsh home 
of Adelina Patti, in private life the 
Baroness Cederstrom, is equal in state- 
liness and beauty to the home of any 
queen, but her home life is a quiet one. 
To the 300 or more tenants who live 
about her she is known as the Lady 
Bountiful, and none are unwelcome to 
her hospitality. Twice each year the 
diva gives a concert in the handsome 
little opera house which she has had 
erected near the castle. Here she has 
the nost artistic playhouse ever 
dreamed of, seating only 300, but the 
stage and appointments are equal to 
those of the Metropolitan Opera house 
in New York, says Robert Grau, in the 
September McCall's.

I asked her if she smoked 
when her voice was being used in pub- 
lic, and learned that Madame Patti 
has always indulged in her cigarettes 
save on the days and nights when she 
sings in public.

Patti has a wonderful collection of 
musical instruments, every one of 
which she can play. The phonograph

It ought to be clean land, as free 
as possible from trash, Htter and seeds 
of weeds and Srasses, for alfalfa is 
quite ai delicate Plant when quite 
young and before it becomes well es- 
tablished, and is easily overcome and 


enemies by weeds and jealous 
grasses: 


The soil must either already contcin 
the proper nitro-germs, or thse germs 
must be supplied by Spreading over 
and harrowing into the soil 200 or 300 
pounds of top soil fresh from a suc- 
cessful field of alfalfa, or the seeds 
must be inoculated, or, asa last resort, 
the nitrogen required for the first 
year or two's growth must be sup- 
plied in stable manure, or some nitro- 
Senousg commercial ingredient, such as 
nitrate of soda. 

Soil Must Contain Lime. 

All arable soils contain more or less 
lime, but for the successfu] culture of 
alfalfa there must be an abundance of 
this ingredient. It must be either 
what is known as a strong limestone 
soil (calearious) or from 1,000 to 2,000 
pounds of air-slaked lime must be ap- 
plied per acre at the start, and re- 
peated every three to five years. 

A Cold, Hard Subsoil. 

The roots of alfalfa descend deep 
into the soil and, therefore, an im- 
pervious, hard clay subsoil is not suit- 
able. It should be naturally well 
drained or capable of being under- 
drained, 1f necessary, for the plant 
does not like to get its feet wet. A 
soil may grow corn, cotton, oats or 
other grain and yet be entirely un- 
suited to alfalfa because of the pres- 
ence within 3 feet or so of an im- 
pervious (to water) stratum. I have 
realized this fact in my own experit- 
ence, having had a bad failure as a 
result of planting alfalfa on “craw- 
fish land, 


In Drills or Broadcast, 

The uSual rule out west is to sow 
the seeds broadcast at the rate of 30 
to 40 pounds per acre, but if just start- 
ing On a small scale—less than an 
acre or so—I would prefer sowing just 
48 frutabaga turnips are sown, in 
Shallow drillg 24 to 30 inches apart— 
the wider distance preferred. Drill- 
sowing requires not more than half 
the seed, and the rows admit of culti- 
vation and the destruction of grasses 
and weeds the first year or two. With 
the ground previously well prepared 
and with a good rainfall in latter half 
of September, I prefer that date for 
sowing. R, J. REDVING.

SWISS CHARD , 

M. G. Ellis, Lauderdale, Miss.—Glad 
to have your every*month advice on 
gardens. Tell ug again about use, etc., 
of Swiss Chard. 

Answer—Swiss Chard ts a variety 
of beet, but differs from the ordinary 
garden beet in the fact that the root 
is insignificant in size and is not the 
part that is eaten. The leaves—the 
blade portion—are used ag a cooking 
salad, just as your turnip tops are used 
and are more delicate, but are improv- 


leaves. But the foot stalks or stems 
of the leaves are quite large and 6 
to 9 inches long and very brittle and 
tender. They are prepared for the 
table just as We prepare asparagus 
tips and are a very fair substitute for 
the latter. 

Chard seeds may be sown at turnip 
Or beet-sowing time. Sown now in 
rich, deep soll, in rows 16 inches apart 
and finally thinned to 12 or 16 inches, 
the plants will furnish supplies for the 
table during October and November,

BORAX TO PREVENT SKIPPERS. 
Both L. R. Thomas, Mebane, N. C.,

ARMY WORM V. BUD WORM. 

L. M,. Brown, Milner, Ga.—I note in 
last issue of Tri-Weekly Constitution 
that a party—name and address 
given—had eradicated the  s0-calied 
army worm by filling buds of corn 
with dry soil. Now that others may 
be benefited in future thereby I beg to 
give my experience with the so-called 
army worm. 

My boy being a member of the corn 
club, had a prize acre that was doing 
finely until about the 15th of June— 
the corn at that time bdDeing about three 
feet high—when, in one night's time, 
it seemed, the worms were all Over 
the acre, working in the buds. I saw 
that something had to be done at once, 
and having no paris green or arsenic 
of lead, I was at a loss to know what 
to do. Having a lot of thoroughly 
pulverized and absolutely dry stable 
manure, I reasoned that to broadcast 
it over corn enough would lodge in 
buds for the dews to carry enough 
ammonia from manure down into teh 
buds to put the worms out of business. 
So I b®Poadcasted about one load over 
the acre, throwing it high above corn 
so it might fall in buds, with the re- 
sult that after the first night’s dew 
no further signs of worms appeared. 

I think the pest is nothing more nor 
less than the bud or stalk worm that 
shows up every year, more or less. 
Weather conditions this year being 
such as to produce them to an alarm- 
ing number, state authorities to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

Comment—I did not seé the article 
you refer to as appearing in “last is- 
sue of The Tri-Weekly Constitution,” 
but recall a statement made in Tri- 
Weekly several weeks ago that dry 
sand poured into the bud of the corn 
would stop the ravages of the bud 
worm. I think it is not likely that 
you have ever seen a visitation of the 
“so-called army worms” else you 
would hardy believe it practicable to 
stop their ravages by scattering stable 
manure or dry sand over the field in 
any quantity. It might possibly in- 
terfere with the feast of a few thou-
